Those whosaw in Lord John 
Russell an advocate for the liberty of Tuscany were 
wrong. His lordship urged the Tuscan Envoys to 
receive back their Grand Duke, and it wasonly when 
that return was pronounced to be impossible that 
Lord John abstained from thwarting the wishes oí 
the people. At the same time, Lord John confesses 
that while he was urging the restoration of the 
Grand Duke, he believed that, without Tuscany 
as well as the Duchies, Sardinia would not have 
been strong enough to maintain the peace ef Italy. 
On his own showing, therefore, he has urged a policy 
which he declares to be unsatisfactory and insecure. 

When the diplomatic correspondence was laid 
before the House, it appeared that from July, 1859, 
to February, 1860, there had been a mysterious si- 
lence respecting French designs on Savoy. Then, 
when the Cerberus of the French press was let loose, 
diplomacy again began her work. To an ordinary 
reader the conclusion to be inferred was, that for seven 
months there had no hint been given that Savoy 
was necessary to France. Lord John Russell now 
acknowledges that by means of private letters he 
had long been aware that in the event of Tuscany 
being added to Sardinia, Savoy would be demanded 
by France. This information he obtained by means 
of private letters which he refuses to lay before the 
House of Commons. But if Lord John, during that 
seven months of diplomatic silence, knew that the 
scheme of annexation had never been for a moment 
dropped, he is guilty of connivance with the de- 
signs of France, and of concealment as respects the 
Parliament of England. Nor can we believe that 
even yet we have the truth of the case. Lord John 
states that France @Glaims Savoy, provided that 
Tuscany be added to the realm of Sardinia but 
the Emperor, in his speech te the Legislative Cham- 
bers, refuses to permit, or at least favour, the 
annexation of Tuscany, yet claims Savoy as the price 
of Modena and Parma. Lord John is endeavouring 
to conceal the real designs of France, which, we 
doubt not, he knows by means of his private corres- 
pondence. France desires to possess Savoy, that 
from her rocky towers she may at any time pour her 
legions into Piedmont ; and she desires Tuscany, to 
prevent the continuity of Italy, and to interpose a 
French wedge between Sardinia and the rest of the 
Peninsula. By-and-bye, when France works out her 
ends, we may be told that Lord Joha Russell knew 


the designs of France respecting Tuscany, by means 
of his most accurate, but most mysterious, private 
correspondence. 

Lord Jobn Russell says he is opposed to the sei- 
sure of Sardinia by Franee; but if you ask what 
measures he pursued in order to prevent it, you are 
told that he protested! Nay, he did not even pro- 
test. He only informed the French Cabinet that he 
objected. As France had not consulted other 
Powers, he did not feel called upon to warn them, 
and to talk of “a coalition“ would irritate France. 
The British Government is wonderfully timid, and 
suffers a strong Power to rob a weak ane without 
remonstrance, or deliberation with other Powers, 
lest our sensitive neighbour should, forsooth, be 
irritated. 

Lord Palmerston “ agrees in every respect with 
“ the despatches of Lord John Russell,” yet differs 
widely from him in his enunciation of foreign policy. 
He collects a little of his old fire, and, careless 
whether France be vexed or pleased, lays bare the 
false pretences she makes use of to palliate her spo- 
liation. Lord Palmerston declares that Savoy can 
be no defence for France, since that no matter what

Tue Paper · duty has at length been repealed. Some 
time ago, we stated our conviction that this tax 
was no longer tenable, and that the enlightenment 
of the present age would abolish it for ever. Our 
predictions have now been verified, and this op- 
pressive impost is numbered with the things that 
were. On Monday night last, Sir W. Miles brought 
forward an amendment upon the Bill, which was, 
however, rejected by a majority of 53. Bad as Mr. 
Gladstone's Budget is, it has a few good points 
about it, and not least among them is the abolition 
of the Paper-duty. It is true that the new regula- 
tion will not come into effect for some months; but 
still we doubt not that its influence will at once be 
felt. Preparations will be made to ensure its speedy 
operation when the time arrives, and everything 
will be in readiness for the transition. Among the 
most plausible of the objections brought against this 
repeal is the one that it involves an additional 
penny in the pound Income-tax, and that we shall 
only be removing an impost in one quarter, to lay 
it on with greater oppressivencss in another. This 
argument, however, does not hold good in the pre- 
sent case, since ample compensation for the increased 
Income-tax will be found in the diminished price of 
paper. Take the case of a man witha large family 
and a moderate income, who is each year obliged to 
expend a good deal of money upon schoolbooks, &e. 
He will now pay one-fourth less than he paid for 
them before; and thus the addition to his Income- 
tax will be more than compensated for by the re- 
duction of his expenditure. A pound weight of 
paper costs about sixpence-halfpenny ; nearly one 
fourth of this sum isabsorbed by the duty. This has 
now been removed; and if the publishers give the 
public the benefit of the abolition, we shall buy our 
books for one-fourth less than we pay for them at 
present; in other words, for a book which now 
costs £1, we shall pay but 15s. Nor is this the only 
advantage which the nation will reap from this measure. 
The supply will tend to create the demand, for with faci- 
lities in the way of cheap literature presented to every 
one, an increased taste for reading will spring up 
amongst all classes. [four mills are toincrease,labourers 
must be found to work them, and thousands of our 
population will now turn with avidity to the trade.
